Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 6/29/10 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Freeman et al 
(2002/0188943) in view of Rainville et al (2002/006941 1) for the same reasons as set forth in 
Section 8 of the previous office action, dated 10/15/08. 

With respect to the newly amended limitation, Figure 7 of Freeman et al already discloses 
the concept of such user interface 760 for allowing a subscriber 20 to select from and view a 
plurality of video images 765. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 6/29/10 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant asserts on pages 5-6 of the Remarks that Freeman et al fails to disclose a 
subscriber. However, Figure 7 of Freeman et al already discloses the concept of such subscriber 
viewing device located at the receiving end of the system.
